HEALTH CRUSADE IN 
GRAYLING SCHOOLS 


Two hundred and _ ninety-seven 
Grayling boys and girls are brushing 
their teeth and cleaning their finger 
nails, not only because Mother in- 
sists on these trivial details, but be- 
cause such rites are a part of their 
training as candidates for health 
knighthood. 

A one hundred per cent enrollment 
in the Modern Health Crusade was 
enlisted in the second to the sixth 
grades of the Grayling schools, when 
Miss Huldah Jane Coon, ‘state Cru- 
sade executive, visited Grayling re- 
cently, 

The Health Crusade is a system of 
practical hygiene for school children. 
which is under the direction of the 
Michigan Tuberculosis Association. 
From the children’s point of view the 
Crusade ranks as a glorious game, but 
since it makes the routine perform. 
ance of health duties the condition of 
knighthood, educators recognize it as 
one of the best means of establishing 
correct habits of living. 

The Grayling Crusaders are enlist- 
ed for a special five weeks Crusade 
during the spring term, in prepara- 
tion for a longer Crusade next year, 
John W. Payne, commissioner of 
schools, has expressed himself as 
much in favor of the Crusade. He 
plans to introduce it in the schools of 
Frederic next year.

DAIRY COWS NEED MINERALS 


Lime and Phosphorus Particularly Re 
quired, According to Ohio 
Station Tests. 


That nilk cows need more mip 
eruls, particularly Hine und pporspho- 
rus, than ig commonly found in their 
feed, is the findiug of recent feeding 
tests at the Ohlo experiment station. 

The best feeds to supply these ele- 
ments are clover hay, alfalfa hay, soy 
bean hay and wheat bran. If plenty 
of one or more of these Is not given 
in the daily feed, [t will be wise to 
add about one pound of fine ground 
limestone and two pounds of spe 
cially prepared bone meal to each 100 
pounds of grain mixture. 

An increased flow of milk may not 
be noted at once, but the good effects 
@re in the prevention of future de 
crease {n milk production. The min- 
erals may make their best showing 
in the following year, 

The two elements most likely to be 
lacking are calelum and phosphorus. 
Limestone carries calcium, and bone 
meal carries both calcium and phos- 
phorus. When these are combined In 
the feed while the cow is dry, it ig 
found that she will store enough to 
increase production still further dur- 
ing her next milking season. 


SUPPLY COWS MORE PROTEIN 


Bran, Linseed Oilmeal and Cottonseed 
Meal Will Furnish Necessary 
Ingredients, 


Homegrown feeds for dairy cows, 
unless there fs an abundance of clo 
ver, alfalfa or soy-bean hay, do not 
earry enough protein to produce milk 
most econointeally, aeeording to dairy 
authorinies at Ohio experiment station 

The addition of such feeds as bran 
linseed oflmeal and cottonseed meal 
to the ration will supply the nevessary 
Protein and assist in the digestion of 
the home-grown feeds. 


When no Jegume hay Is available 


and such feeds as silage, mixed hay, | 


clover, ground corn and ground oats 
are fed, no cow should have less, and 
heavy-preducing cows should have 
more, than 3!4 pounds of linseed oll- 
meal daily. 

Instead of linseed meal one of the 
folowing equivulents may he fed: 
Cottonseed meal 2 pounds and bran 2 


pounds, wheat bran 4 peunds and

SATISFACTORY HAY FOR CALF 


Montana Station Finds Mixture of 
Grasses and Legumes Best for 
Young Animal, 

The most satisfactory hay for young 
calves is a mixture of > grasses and 
legumes, the Montana experiment sta- 
tiom finds. Alfalfa bay is tov laxative 
for enlves under three months old that 
are fed skim milk or whey. Cereal 
und millet hays are not sutisfactory. 
Feed more hay at all times than the 
calves will consume so they can pick 
out the leaves and finer portions. Dry 
stock and buils ran clean up the 
coarse hay which is left. Arter three 
months, silage muy be used In small 

amounts. 


Roughage fur Cow. 

A cow may be fed enough nutrients 
in the form of grain to perform her 
work, but In that case the bulk of her 
feed would be too small to sattsfy ber. 
The better way Is to aliow the cow all 
the roughage she will clean up. 


B8ign of Milk Production, 

Milk veins, size and condition of 
udder, shape and size of barrel, and 
the general appearance of a cow are 
polnta of confirmati6n having a dis- 
tInctly significant telation to milk pro- 
duction.

LEGION TO OPEN 
ORPHANS’ HOME 


STATE COMMANDER HARKNESS 


PLANS NEW INSTITUTION 
NEAR OTTER LAKE 


CHILDREN ARE TO BE ITS GUESTS 


A Children’s Billet for the orphans 
of Michigan's veterans of all wars 
will be the great constructive work 
of the American Legion in 1923. ac- 
cording to Dr. Robert B. Harkness, 
of Houghton, state commander. 

This home will be located at Otter 
Lake, a beautiful site near the corner 
lines of Genesee, Lapeer and Tuscola 
counties. It will be so different from 
the usual child “institution” as is 
the American Legien hospital for 
tubercular veterans ai Battle Creek, 
Legion Officials say. 


Want It To Be Real Home, 


Dr. Harkness, as ex officio chairman 
of the committee, wants the billet to 
be a real home. Thw children there 
ar> to be regarded aa ths guests of 
the Legion, which avili thus serve its 
comrades who have ‘pone West. So 
far as possible, the mothers of the 
children will be assisted; it is planned 
to afford sume of thein, employment 
at the home itself. 

The Legion itself, will take care of 
the finances of the home trom its own 
funds. it has been assisted in the 
obtaining of a suitable site and build- 
ing by several Legiun posts and phil- 
anthropic individuals, and it plans 
also to receive memorial contributions 
from men and womea who lost sons 
or other relatives in the Great War. 
These funds, however, will be put to 
special purposes and the general ex- 
penses, according to Dr. Harkness. 
will be cared for by the Legion itself. 


Was Formerly a Sanitarium. 


The grounds and buiidings for the 
proposed home were formerly used as 


asanitarium, The grounds are ampiy 
large and the buildings of far better 
than average construction. Broad 
shady spaces afford excellent play 
spots for the children. 

“The Legion’s greatest task,” says 
Commander Harkness, “ig to care for 
its disabled comrades and for the chit- 
dren and families of the men who 
made the supreme sacrifice. Our 
hospital for tubercular patients at 
Battle Creck is our answer to our 
first duty, and the orphanage at Otter 
Lake will fulfil our second one, 

“Plans for opening the home are 
not yet complete. bur we want the 
names of any orphans of veterans 
whom: we can help."

MICHIGAN “HOMESTEAD” LAND | 
DECLARED UNFIT FOR FARMS | 


Much newspaper space national, 
state and local has heen devoted to 
the splendid opportunity tor home 
steading offered to ex-service men up- 
on land recently opened by the fed 
eral government in the State of Mich 
igan. 

A few weeks ago the following 
warning was issued from Lansing 
against too great optimism over the 
glowing reports ou “homestead” 
lands. 

“A warning to former service men 
not to make entry upon land opened 
for homesteading by the federal gov: 
ernment in Otsego, Cheboygan, Ros 
common, Crawford, Montmorency 
Ogemaw, Presque Isle, Oscoda, Iosco 
Alcona and Alpena counties until an 
investigation has been made is issued 
by L. Whitney Watkins, new head of 
the state agricultural department. 
The government recently opened 6,732 
acres {n these counties as possible 
homesteads for ex-service men. Mr. 
Watkins’ statement cuutions them that 
for the most part these lands are un 
fit for agricultural purposes and thal 
the land should be seen before entr) 
is made. 

“It will be the unverying attitude 
of the state deparrinent of agricul 
ture,” Mr. Watkins says, “to protec: 
the innocent settler from taking .uy 
lands within the state that obvious: 
is unfit for agricultural purposes.”

ARMY OFFICERS PILOT PLANE IN 
FIRST NON-STOP FLIGHT 
ACROSS U. 8. 


YEAR'S EFFORT iS SUCCESSFUL 


Distance Fiown is Approximately 
2,700 Miles—World Trip 
Is Planned. 


San Diego, Cal.—Today it ig but a 
Single span across. the continent. 

With the arrival at Rockwell fieid, 
hear here, of the array monoplane T-2, 
piloted by Lieutenants Oakley G. 
Kelly and John A. MacReady, the first 
non-stop flight across the United 
States was completed. The time from 
Hempstead, N. Y., to San Diego was 
2v hours 50 minutes and 48 2-5 sec- 
onds, 

The .grind began Wednesday at 
12:36:53 p. m. Eastern standard time. 
The distance is estimated at approx!. 
mately 2,700 miles, 

The trans-continental flight was the 
culmination of more than a year’s ef- 
fort by army officers in the air ser- 
vice. lt was conceived by them, when 
the project was first suggested, as a 
preposterous idea both from an engin. 
eering point of view and physical en- 
durance of the pilots. 

An official report setting forth the 
study made by the air service in prep- 
aration for the flight was made public 
last week. It points out the material 
advantages both commercial and mili- 
tary. attendant upon the successful 
accomplishment of the flight. 

In the point of national defense, the 
report Says, a non-stop trans-continen- 
tal air voyage indicates the feasibility 
of transporting men, ‘messages, equip 
ment or any other vital necessity, 
from one coast to the other in an in- 
credibly short space of time. 

The historic flight began at Hemp- 
stead, with Kelly in the pit. The T-2 
cleared the hanagars at the end of the 
flying field by inches. nosed up for ele- 
vation and turned its blunt nose to- 
ward Rockwell field. It did not stop 
an inch short of. its goal. 

The aviators hardly had made their 
record before they were laying plans 
for a more extended flight, one around 
the world. This they hope to attempt 
next year, they announced in a statc- 
ment last week. 

In their unsuccessful attempt at a 
continuous trans-continental flight last 
fall the two lieutenants established 
what at that time was a world's rec- 
ord for distance by covering without 
a stop 2.060 miles from San Diego. 
Cal. to the point in Indiana where 
they were forced down by a leaking 
radiator. They also hold the world's 
recerd for duration of flight and sev- 
eral world’s speed records. 

An average speed of more than 100 
miles an hour was maintained for the 
trip. 


REDISTRICTING "FAILURE IS HIT 


Legislative Neglect Branded Wrong, 
Unfair—New Session Likely. 


Lansing—Wayne county's 14 mem- 
bers of the house of representatives 
went on record Thursday in a formal 


protest against the refusal of the 
present legislature to uphold the 
state constitution in its mandatory 


requirement that legislative districts 
be reapportioned this year, 

Introduced by Representative Rob- 
ert Wardell and signed by all other 
members of the Wayne delegation, a 
resolution was ordered spread upon 
the journal protesting against the re- 
apportionment committee for failure 
to redistrict Wayne county accord. 
ing to article five. section four of 
the state constitution. 

Three proposals are under discus- 
sion among Wayne legislators for 
forcing an eventual apportionment in 
addition to the prospect. Governor 
Groesbeck will incInde this matter in 
the call for a special session, which 
now seems unavoidable. 

One is the direct use of the ini- 
tiative to get this legislation before 
Michigan voters on the ballot, 

The second is the submission 
through the initiative of a constitu- 
tional change to permit the removal 
of public officials, including iegisla- 
tors who violate their oaths to up- 
hold the constitution. Success for 
such ‘a proposal would make possible 
the removal of the entire legislature 
if it perststed in ignoring the consti- 
tutional mandate. 

The third proposal, which hag con- 
siderable support in the Wayne dele- 
gation, would involve Wayne county 
members-elect to the next legislature 
remaining at home, then withholding 
from the state Wayne county’s share 
of tax money levied without equitable 
legislative representation called for 
by the constitution.

IN MEMORY OF TOLEDO DEAD 


Buckeye City and County te Erect Mag. 
nificent Monument to Memory of 
War Heroes. 


A monument of “living flame," to me- 
mortalize the herole dead of Toledo, V., 
and of Lucas county, Is to be erected 
on the most prominent spout in Memo- 
rial park, a new project, which, ac- 
cording to founders, will svup become 
a reality. 

Sweeping through the park is a road- 
way, already known to Toledo citizens 
as “Memorial Way.” Sides of this 
roadway are flanked by trees, each of 
which ig named for some man from 'To- 
ledo or Lucas county who made the 
supreme sacrifice in the World wur, 
beuring his name in everlastiny bronze 
and keeping forever fresh his inemory. 
Other roadways of the purk will be 
named after cities, towns and purticu- 
lar engagements in which these men 
fought. The whole centers around the 
great monument, where # tower of un- 
usual proportions is surmounted by a 
light which may be seen for miles, 

The site of the park covers 215 acres, 
much of which is forested and natural- 
ly adapts Itself to landscaping. While; 
a portion of the park is to be used as 
a generea! cemetery, a section near the 
monument, which will permit the In- 
terient of 2,000 bodies, hus been set 
aside for the use of the American Le 
gion, where the bodies of soldier and 
sailor dead may be interred and per- 
petuat care assured. The administra- 
tion of this section is directly under 
the Lucas county Legion council, who 
will have a seat on the board of trus- 
tees, 

Dedication of the memorial trees is 
planned for Decoration day, at which 
time the Legion will have charge of the 
services. The ceremony of the laying 
of the vorner stone will occur later In 
the summer. 

The “Memorial Lantern,” as the 
monument is tentatively known, will 
be maintained by the park officials 
without cost to soldiers’ organizations, 
and arrangements are being perfected 
by them to make the burning of the 
great light perpetual.

nearly 1,000, stood and sang the na- 


tlonal anthem, Those of the class 
knew the song, every word of it. The 
learning of it had been one of the 


most interesting achievements of the 
whele course of training for citizenry 
they had undertaken. Many members 
of the rudience, singing away, stum- 
bled over words of the verses, forget- 
ting them, while those who were as- 
piring to become American citizens 
sang every ward. 

Diplomas were presented to all 
graduates of the class by Minnesota 
school and naturalfzation authorities, 
under whose auspices the classes are 
“held. ‘The classes are well attended 
and are decreasing difficulties which 
naturalization presents to the foreign- 
er, making Americanization problems 
much easler for both the authorities 
and the aspirants for citizenship.

It will be remembered by many that 
Mr. Love put up a very nice silo last 
fall, which example ought to be fol- 
lowed by a dozen of our farmers this 
summer. 


What Ails Your Garden? 


If your garden has not been acting 
right, that trouble can be corrected. 
The things suggested below are not 
guesses; for a soil fixer can see what 
is wrong with soil as well as an auto 
fixer can sec what to do for your auto. 


Tn: cleaning “up ‘this < aprin; 
burn the leaves; spread them thin on 
the garden, for the ‘soll must have or- 
ganie (vegetable) matter decaying in 
it to do its best... Most gardens:of this 
town could be kept perpetually. fertile 
applying the wastes of the home—-the 
leaves, grass, wood ashes, and refuse 
from ,outhouses, and a little ammon- 
ium sulphate and acid phosphate, each 
year, Apply a thin coat of stable ma- 
nure if you can get it. Many who 
have applied stable manure tell me 
that the yields of: the garden 
are still disappointing. This is 
because the stable manure does not 
give to the soil the lime, and acid 
phosphate and potash:in which the goil 
here is naturally deficient, and which 
plants must have in order to grow. 

So, I have urged the saving and ap- 
plication of wood ashes, because they 
are nearly half lime and are extreme- 
ly rich in potash. Dust ashes on after 
garden is spaded or plowed. 

The soil gtill lacks phosphorous. Get 
it by buying a bag (125 pounds) of 
acid phosphate for about two dollars. 
Dust this on top, after ashes are 
worked in, at’ rate of two to three 
pounds per square rod, and work in. 

If no business place here keeps acid 
phosphate, drive to Gaylord and get 
a sack at the farmer’s warehouse by 
the depot. It will be enough for your 
garden for several years. 

Nearly every one in town should 
use more ammonium sulphate for 
lawn, garden, bushes, or strawberries, 
or fruit trees. It is no more disagree- 
able to handle than granulated sugar, 
and costs little. Have the Barrett 
Company, Medina, Ohio, send you one 
of these: 

5 pound bag for 35 cents plus par- 
cels post. 

10 pound bag for 60 cents plus par- 
celg post. 

25 pound bag for $1.25 cents plus 
parcels post.

« - Seed Oats. 

The farmer who does not thorough- 
ly reclean his‘ seed oats and atomize 
on some formaldehyde, at rate of one 
pint to 50 bushels of grain is working 
against his own irittrests. 

Seed Corn. 

Test. Don’t guess. The farmer 
who fails to test his seed corn in the 
house, but waits for the poor stand in 
the field to show him that the seed is 
poor, is working against hig own in- 
terests. There is too much of that 
style of farming done. 

Soy Beans. — 

The farmer who fails to sow soy 
beans liberally ig not fore-sighted and 
provident. What are you going to du 
for hay next winter? Go without, 
buy it, or raise it? Those who do not 
have an abundant acreage of clover or 
alfalfa should by all means, sow a lot 
of soy beans. Plant about first of 
June. Cut for hay latter part of Au- 
gust. ‘They make a cow hay, rich in 
protein, that ranks with clovers 

They grow on acid soil where clover 
or alfalfa would do little or nothing 
and fizzle out. They grow dn a soil 
too poor to give satisfactory growth 
to June clover, Alsike Clover or alfal- 
fa. 

My best suggestion {s to put in a big 
aereage of corn and soy beans to feed 
several good cows next winter, They 
bring in a steady income. 

Those Seed Potatoes. 


The farmer who does not select the 
very choicest and best of his potatoes 
for this year’s seed, and then soak 
them in corrosive sublimate, is doing 
far from the best. 

I would suggest that you take your 
:uto and go to Jay Townsend’s, just 
east of Gaylord, and get one to ten 
bushels of his beautiful certified Rural 
Russets for seed. They are from stock 
that has been hill selected for several 
years. Hill selection increases yield. 
Mr. Townsend is asking only 75 cents 
a bushel for this seed. They are beau- 
tiful, large potatoes. 

Runt Potatoes. 

The poor little runts so often used 
by farmers for seed are pitiful. Get 
a start with new seed. 

To reach Mr. Townsend’s, go to Gay- 
lord, and go directly east on the main 
business street, until you come to the 
huge red barn by a little lake about 
two miles out of town. Splendid gra- 
vel road all the way.

Michigan Agricultural College. 
How to Treat Potatoes. 

Potatoes are treated by eoaking 
them for from % to 1% hours in a 
solution of 4 ounces of corrosive sub- 
limate dissolved in 30 galions of wa- 
ter. The solution must be strengthen- 
ed from time to time as explained be- 
Jow. 

Corrosive sublimate (mercury  bi- 
chloride) is deadly poison and the so- 
tution used for dipping is poison. Use 
every care to prevent accident. 


Important Suggestions, 


1. Use soft water. 

2. The solution weakens with use be- 
cause the corrosive sublimate is car- 
ried out of solution condensed on the 
potatoes, Dirt also condenses the 
chemical and takes it out of solution. 
Sacks take a great deal of the corro- 
sive sublimate out ‘of the treating so- 
lution. With clean potatoes dumped 
fecting solution, probably from one- 
tenth to one-fifth of the corrosive sub- 
limate is removed with each batch. 
With potatoes treated in bags, % or 
more of the corrosive sublimate is 
removed with each batch. 

3. Therefore, the farmer must use 

his judgment in strengthening the so- 
lution. With clean potatoes treated 
directly in the vat or barrel from 
which the dirt hag been cleaned off, 
add 1 ounce for each 50 gallons of li- 
quid after each second batch is treat- 
ed. When the solution gets very dir- 
ty make up a fresh solutign, 
- 4. With dirty potatoes, treated in 
sacks,:add 1 ounce of corrosive subli- 
mate after each bath is treated in or- 
der to keep up the strength of the so- 
lution. 

5. One half pound of corrosive sub- 
limate will treat from 15 to 30 bush- 
els, depending upon the freedom from 
dirt, sacks, broken, rotted potatoes, 
ete, 

6. Do not use metal containers. 
For treating large quantities use a 
vat or cement tank; for smaller quan- 
tities use barrels—sugar barrele— 
well soaked, make a cheap treating 
outfit. 


1. Treat before cutting. 

8. One half hour is long enough to 
treat, but 1% hours soaking does 
not damage the potatoes, Longer 
soaking is not safe. 

9, After treating and cutting, pota- 
toes must either be planted at once or 
kept cool, dry and well-aired. 

10. Dissolve the corrosive sublim- 
ate in a glass jar, using hot water. A 
tablespoonful of vinegar will speed up 
the dissolving. 

11. Again—remember the extreme- 
ly poisonous nature of corrosive sub- 
limate. i :

YANK TROOPS CHASE OUTLAWS 


Two Army Officers in Toils of the 
Band—Women Freed— — 
Exhausted. — 


Peking—The Chinese bandits, who 
in the daring holdup of the Pekjng 
express train near Suchow Sunday. 
kidnaped the passengers, many of 
them Americans, have demanded a 
ransom of $1,000,000, in addition to 
a@ pardon for ali involved, according 
to advices recelved here. 

The diplomatic representatives of 
the foreign governments are’ conferr- 
ing on what action to take. United 
States Minister Schurman, who went 
to Tsinunfu is keeping in touch with 
the diplomatic conference by tele 
graph. te 

Reports that the bandits have re- 
leased all their women eaptives have 
not been fully confirmed, It has been 
reported that the fleeing bandits used 
their prisoners as shields when fited 
pon by soldiers. 

Unconfirmed reports have been re- 
ceived here that the Suchow traia 
outlaws have killed two of their pris- 
oners. 

Approximately 20 foreigners, many 
of them Americans, including a prom. 
{nent uewspaper publisher and two 
American army officers, Monday night 
were in the bands of a gang of Chi- 
nese brigands. 

Advices received here from several 
sources indicate that the women 
umong the white passengers were re- 
leased, but only after they had been 
beaten and spat upon by their cap- 
tors in an effort to make them keep 
up with the fast moving cavalcade 
ag it traveled through the darkness 
away from the scene of the holdup. 

Several of the women are said to 
have dropped from exhaustion and 
the outlaws left them where they 
tell, refusing to permit their hubands 
to stop and render assistance. 


Washington — Joint international 
intervention in China to rescue the 
foreigners seized by brigands and to 
assure future safety of foreigners 
may be undertaken, it was learned 
Monday night, if prevailing fears of 
the situation in the Oriental repub 
lic are confirmed. 

American troops stationed in China 
will participate in any international 
military operations undertaken and 
tiay already have been despatched 
at the instance of Jacob Gould Schur- 
man, the American minister, to the 
rescue of the captured Americana. 

The situation, It is admitted, 1s 
rendered more serious by the fact 
that a British subject is reported to 
have been killed. 

In view of the well known vigorous 
policy of the British government jn 
punishing outrages against {ts sub. 
jects, {t is thought Ukely that the 
British diplomatic representative fn 
Pekin will press for drastic action. 


GERMAN OFFER IS TURNED DOWN 


France and Belgium Reject Proposi- 
tion of Reparations. 


Paris—The French and Belgian gov- 
ernments, after an exchange of in- 
formal views, are unanimous in re- 
jecting the new reparation proposals 
put forward by Chancellor -Cunu of 
Germany. 

The proposals are held to be go in- 
adequate as to offer not even a basis 
for negotiations, first to view of the 
lack of guarantiee for payment, and, 
second because oi: the smallness of 
the sun offered. 

The Belgian ambassador, Baron de 
Galffer d'Hestroy, called at the for: 
eign office with his government's de- 
cision, and the French cabinet un- 
animously declared against the pro- 
posals within a few moments after 
Premier Poincare had read to the 
ministers his analysis of the note. 

_ The procedure now, it’ is under- 
stood, will be for each government to 
make its own reply, but they will in 
effect be identical. 

In this they will follow the courge 
pursued in notifying the German gov- 
ernmént that they were going to oc 
cupy the Ruhr. 

The indications are that the French 
government will not collaborate with 
the British gr Itallan governments 
but, jointly with che Belgians, will 
notify those governments of the con- 
tents of the reply.to the Germans, 

The French noie leaves no ‘doubt 
regarding France's determination not 
to brook mediation, but to recover 
her due. The reply is said to explain 
the reasons for refnsal to negotiate 
by merely refuting the essential pas- 
seges of Chancellor Cuno’s offer with 
out detailed explanation. *

“TRUSSED. FOX IN HAY SHEAF 
: New Zealand Farmer Reports Occur 
tence Which. In Many Respects 


ts Remarkable. 


A New Zealand farmer in Pinker- 
tons Plains reports the unique feat of 
trussing .« fox in a sheaf of hay. The 
farmer was working bts binder in ao 
heavy crop, and was frequently in 
difficulties owing t« the density of the 
cut. He therefore did not take much 
notice of a severe bumping and jolting 
of the machine, until he saw some- 
thing dark pass under his feet going 
through the machine. The difficulty 
cleared itself und the binder went 
smoothly, but the farmer thinking 
over the matter, thought he had caught 
a rabbit, and got down to investigate. 
He found that the machine was ali 
right, but on the apron were splashes 
of blued, which caused him to go back 
to some sheavey that had been thrown 
off the carrier, To his surprise he 
found a fox, securely trussed up in the 
hay, the binder twine encircling the 
sheaf. The animal had both hind legs 
off, one close up to the thigh. where 
the knives had caught ft, presumably 
asteep in the crop.
